Description:  The National Weather Service in Binghamton, NY is looking for engaging 

students who would like experience working in a local weather service office.  With this 

internship you will gain valuable knowledge in the day-to-day operations of the office including 

warning operations, participating in office outreach and storm surveys, an opportunity to conduct 

research, and learn whether or not this is a career path you may be interested in.
